The Executive Board Inter- 
collegiate Athletics Related Events 
prepares and maintains an athletic 
code consistent with the policies of 
CSUS and the ASI. It is responsible 
for all activities at athletic events 
including supervision of conces 
sions, broadcasts and half - time ac 
tivities, and it establishes eligibility 
requirements and selection

The International Programs at 
CSUS. an official statewide academic 
unit of the California State University 


and Colleges, offers study op- 
portunities at distinguished 
institutions of higher learning 


throughout the worid 

Established by the Trustees of the 
CSUC in 1963, the Internationa! 
Programs has enrolled over 4,50( 
students. The student body for the 
program is selected from all nineteen 
CSUC campuses. While overseas 
students remain officially enrolled at 
their home campuses in California 
and thus earn residence credit during 
their year of study abroad 

CSUS students may pick up ap- 
plications for the program in Ad- 
ministration 254. CSUS_ program 
representatives Jana Fields and 
Loretta Wilson are available for fur- 
ther information, Monday through 
Friday from 8to9a.m_. atthe program 
office 

To meet minimum selection re- 
quirements, applicants must 


—have eagned an overall minimum 
grade point average of 2 5 at time of 
application. For Isreal, New Zealand 
and the United Kingdom. the 
minimum g.p.a. is 3.0; 

—have attained upper-division 
(completion of 58 semester or 87 
quarter units) or graduate status 
before departure date for the 
overseas center 

—have achieved the appropriate 
level of language proficiency where 
required. 

Since more students apply than 
can be accepted, selection is on a 
competitive basis. Applicants are also 
judged on the suitability of the cur- 


ricula offered in relation to their 
academic objectives and on their 
ability to adjust to a foreign en- 
vironment. Initial selection is made by 
a faculty committee on each campus, 
with final approval by a statewide 


selection committee 

Students enroll in the international 
Programs for an academic year of 
study and are required to carry the full 
init course load Commensurate with 
their class standing Language study 
throughout the year ts a feature of all 
programs except in New Zealand and 
the United Kingdom In France. Ger- 
many. Israel. Italy, Spain. and 
Sweden an additional four to twelve 
week period of intensive language 
instruction precedes the academic 
year 

A wide variety of courses offered at 
the host institution is open to 
students with sufficient language 
fluency and the necessary academic 
prerequisites Academic advisement 
and supervision overseas are 
provided by a resident director whois 
familiar with both the CSUC system 
and the host university. Coursework, 
with the exception of beginning level 
language courses, is at the upper- 
division level 

Transportation arrangements to 
the study center are made by the 
International Pregrams. All par- 
ticipants are expected to travel to 
their study centers on International 
Programs - arranged transportation 
Departure is scheduled to coincide 
with the beginning of the academic 
year overseas and with the opening 
date of the Intensive Language 
Program, where offered. The 
academic year overseas normally 
ends in late May or early June 

The International Programs does 
not arrange return transportation. but 
wil provide assistance to students 
making their own return ar- 


rangements 


Housing arrangements, at tne 
lowest possible cost to students, are 
arranged by the program. In certain 
study centers the International 
Programs contracts for university 
dormitory housing in other center 


students may be housed with families 
or in boarding houses

offered various housing options, but

Moments after Connors was inter- 
rupted in reading the charges against 
Blair ASI President Heyman Matiock 
special assistant Willie 
asking for his 
Lately, many rumors had 
iting as to Pelote’s stan- 
administration.

Debbs also contended that he had 
returned $50 left over from his trip 
McAmis said he did not know about 
that either, but he would check it out 
Debbs said the accusations against 
him were ‘slanderous 

Finally, the Senate passed a 
motion ordering Elections Coor- 
dinator Robert Moore to follow the 
AS! Constitution which mandates 
that he organize a special election 
within 30 days after a senate seat 
becomes vacant 

Moore had asked the Senate to 
waive the 30 day deadline for aspecial 
election for the seat vacated by ex - 
senator Cecil Brown's resignation 
Moore warned the Senate that the 
election would take place during 
dead week There may be laws 
against elections at such time. he 
said 

Senator Connors however 
countered Moore's request arguing 
that there is no way the constitution 
can be waived unless someone wants 
to try to adopt a constitutional 
amendment

legislature to allocate $25 million to 
these programs. Governor Brown
